Boston is the locus of much preservation 
of older buildings and neighborhoods. 
There has been an active preservation 
movement within the architectural pro- 
fession as well as other concerned in- 
dividuals. Max Ferro AIA, one of our 
best known preservation consultants will 
speak about the origins and motives of 
the preservation movement. After a brief 
discussion of preservation legislation and 
tax incentives, he will describe the dif- 
ferent opportunities for participation, in- 
cluding building construction, stabiliza- 
tion, restoration, adaptive restoration, 
and adaptive reuse of commercial and 
residential buildings.

The Roxbury Puddingstone Gothic 
(Ware and Van Brunt architects) struc- 
ture which housed the First and Second 
Church of Boston since 1868 was 
destroyed by fire in 1968. All that re- 
mained was a burnt out rose window 
standing silhouetted against the sky. 


This congregation, which was founded in 
1630, without hesitation voted to rebuild 

and continue the oldest continuing con- 

gregation in Boston. 


Paul Rudolph was chosen to create on 
the old site a building of distinction 
which would continue this tradition. At 
the dedication, Dean Richard Pierce 
described the building as “Completely 
modern in style and design its new struc- 
ture attempts to express the needs and 
aspirations of a contemporary liberal 
congregation in an urban neighborhood 
and through its form to articulate what 
the church professes in spirit.” 


Hans Fulscher will describe the design 
process as he worked with the congrega- 
tion to capture the spirit of this magnifi- 
cent history so as to continue its service 
to the city, the congregation and the 
neighborhood.
